Even h ero, h owever, it seems more 
likely th at such effects are manifested 
visibly to a close observer rath er th an 
by direct affection of h is nervous or 
muscular system.

CULL0M ON HOAR. 
In his eulogy in the senate upon the 
late Senator Hoar, Cullom said in 
part: 
George T. Hoar was a religious 
man; two of the essentials of his re­ 
ligion were "good will, good hope,” 
based on that passage in scripture 
which, as he say s, sums up the whole 
destiny of man, "and now abtdeth 
faith, 
hope 
and 
charity —"these 
three.” 
Thirty six y ears ago, when we were 
both y oung men, I served with Sena­ 
tor Hoar in the house of representa­ 
tives of the congress. For more than 
twenty -onejy ears I had the honor of 
occupy ing a seat near him iu the 
senate cf the United States. 
For 
nearly a quarter of a century I saw 
him somewhat intimately . 
He was a liberal broad minded man. 
He had few, if any , of the common 
prejudicesRso often associated with 
party , 
religion, 
country , 
or sec­ 
tionalism. 
A true republican from the birth of 
that party , of which he was an hon­ 
ored member-lfrom the beginning of 
the party until his death, he used the 
following language; 
"Iilbelieve.our country men of the 
otberfparty , in spite of what we deem 
their terrors, would take the repub lie 
and hear Jon the flag to liberty and 
glory . 
Descending 11from a long line of 
Protestant ancestors, living in New 
England, the home of the Puritan, he 
said: 
“ I believe if every Protestant were 
strickenj downlby a lightning stroke, 
thatltouritbretbren of the Catholic 
faith would still carry on the republic 
in th e spiritlof true and liberal iree- 
dom.” 
AnJIAmerican whose grandfather 
and two great-grandfathers fought in 
the Revolution, it iwouid not be sur­ 
prising l if be[distrusted men of foreign 
birth ¡¡who have come to this couDtry , 
but he did not. His speeches and writ­ 
ings give "absolute evidence of his 
faith in the patriotism and love of our 
country in the hearts of foreigners 
who come to America and become 
citizens of the United States. 
WhilelSenator Hoar was a liberal 
man, respecting! the views of other 
men and of bis patty , y et be was too 
stiung intellectually , too true to his 
own convictions, to be a follower of 
any man oriclass of men. 
When be 
had made up his mind on any question 
no power could move him. The press­ 
ure of party and of administration 
were useless. He differed with bis 
party on many important questions, 
but on th at account he did not feel it 
to be hisiduty to abandon the party 
with which he had been so long associ­ 
ated. Rather did he remain in the 
the party and endeavor to bring it to 
Ms views, and sometimes he succeeded 
in this.

he attended the

j per cent did resemble Mr. Deeter’s 
handwriting.

Man Hangs Himself in C ella r-Leaves 
Wife in Sleigh- 
Fred Newcombe, a prominent stock 
buy er of Batavia, Kane county , Sun­ 
day committed suicide by hanging 
himself to a rafter in the basement of 
his home as his wife sat in asleigb but 
a few y ards away . Mr. and Mrs. New­ 
combe had gone out for a sleigh ride. 
The husband said he was afraid the 
house would become cold during their 
absence and suggested driviDg to the 
house that he might place more coal 
in the furnace. He left his wife sit­ 
ting in the sleigh and she saw him 
enter the basement. 
Fifteen minutes passed and he did 
not return. Mrs. Newcombe became 
uneasy and began a search. She saw 
him hangiDg to one of the rafters as 
she entered the basement. He was 
dead. 
Newcombe was 45 y ears of age and 
prosperous. 
No motive for selfde­ 
struction can he found, as his home 
life was happy and there were no 
financial troubles. Mrs. Newcombe is 
of the belief that he was temporarily 
insane. 


Judge Refuses Document Cutting Off 
Only Son of Deceased. 
In the county court at Rockfoid 
Saturday Judge Rufus G. Bailey re­ 
fused to accept for probate the alleged 
last will and testament of the late 
Mrs. Mary Gly nn. 
Mrs. Gly nn passed away at Rock­ 
ford hospital December 28. Her death 
followed close upon the demise ai d 
burial of a son, the late Frank Gly nn, 
the mother being too ill to attend the 
funeral of the son. 
Three aay s after the death of the 
mother, the only surviving son, John 
P, Gly nn, filed an application for let­ 
ters of administration in county court 
Three day s latter Attorney G. W. 
Ferguson filed an alleged last will and 
testament and the probation of same 
was set for Saturday . 
The ex istence of a will proved a sur 
prise to the son and when the latter 
learned of the tiling of the document 
he engaged Attorney R. K Welsh to 
look after his Interests, particularly 
after he learned of the contents of the 
alleged will which cut him off entirely 
and gave the mother’s estate, valued 
at about $3,000, to brothers and sis­ 
ters of the deceased here and in Ire­ 
land. 
The document was signed by Mrs. 
Gly nn by her making her mark, at the 
hospital, and was really signed Mary 
K. GlenD, instead of Gly nn.

pital, Eda Haegg and May Johnson, 
who signed the paper with the idea 
th at it was a mere formality , and 
without any general idea of its im­ 
port.

The 
policy was made out pay able to the 
latter’s wife, but the wife passed 
away beforeithe husband, and as there 
were no children it became due the 
heirs, the mother and brother.

Ano ther Whiteiide Pio neer Go ne 


A. L Seeley of Prophetstown, one 
of the best known men in Whiteside 
county , and a pioneer in the early set­ 
tlement of this section of the North­ 
west, has 8 uccombed to the rigour of 
this winter, and last Sunday afternoon 
passed to his final 
home. 
Friday 
night he was stricken with paraly sis, 
from which he did not recover. He 
was horn in New York state Jan. 26, 
1832, and when but six months old 
was brought to Whiteside county , 
whioh for the past seventy two y ears 
has been his home. He started the 
flrstdumber y ard and furniture store 
in Sterling, and subsequently opened 
a grocery , hardware and tin shop on 
Portland. 
Then for a time he ran a 
livery stable in Prophetstown, the 
first in th at town. 
For seven months 
he followed mining in Pike’s Peak, 
where he was also barber, blacksmith 
and road grader. In 1861 he opened 
the first livery business in Erie. He 
subsequently engaged very successful­ 
ly in farming and stockraising, and 
for many y ears was Whiteside coun­ 
ty ’s most popular auctioneer. He did 
x ailroad work and road grading; was 
assessor for bis town for eight y ears, 
and the oldest Odd Fellow in bis coun­ 
ty . He leaves a wife, two sons and a 
daughter. The funeral services will 
probably he held on Wednesday after­ 
noon.

With 
the members of the choir the bonnets 
are the matters of supreme import­ 
ance. The different parts of the ser­ 
vice are incongruous and there is no 
continuity of thought running through 
them. 
"The music of our churches should 
be the best possible, not considered 
the best by the man who sits in the 
pew, for few of them know what is the 
best, but the best according to a 
musician gf knowledge. 
Theological 
seminaries should teach music that 
the ministers may know what is suit­ 
able music for their services.”
